They a r e seeking to determine 
w hether a wrecked moss-covered a i r ­ 
plane found on lonely Gulamite Moun­ 
tain is the “ White B ir d” flown over 
the Atlantic from Fra nce on May 8, 
1927, by the F re nch a v ia t o ry Captain 
Charles Nungcsser aud Franzois Coli 
in the first attem pt to span the ocean 
from *ast to west. 
The 
intrepid 
F re n c h 
fliers 
were 
never seen again a fter having 
been 
sighted over England. 
Yesterday two 
French -Can ad ian t r a p p e rs electrified 
this little town with the tidings they 
had discovered .an old 
wrecked 
a i r ­ 
plane on Monday, about 8u miles east 
of 
Edmuntson. 
south of the Resti- 
gouehe River. F ro m o u tw ard a p p e a r ­ 
an ces of the wracked p l a n e the t r a p ­ 
pers deduced it had lain there some 
eight or ten years. They made a brief 
inspection of the wreck, which showed 
moss growing on the wings. The e n ­ 
gine was half buried in the ground, 
and

blankets strewn about.
